EDINBURGH, Sept. 10.—The British 
Trades Unions Congress to-day resumed its 
sessions. The National Union of Gas Work- 
ers and General Laborers of Great Britain 
and Ireland presented the following resola- 
tion: 

“That in the opinion of this Congress, 
where grants of public money are given for 
educational purposes, there should be also 
public control, and that our present system 


mercialism and being out of harmony with 
the economic forces which are working 
towards collectivism, does not supply the 
educational needs of the nation; and, there- 


fore, it is imperative that our educational 
system should be completely remodeled on 
such a basis as to secure the democratic 
principle of equality of opportunity, and, by 
the introduction into our State schools of 
the best results of educational science, to 
make tt possible for English children to ob- 
tain such training—physical, intellectual 
and moral—as may tend to make them 
worthy citizens of a co-operative common- 
wealth. We therefore instrutt the Parlia- 
mentary Committee to urge on the Govern- 
ment the need for introducing an amended 
— eg on the lines indicated by this reso- 
ution. ‘ 

After the motion had been amended 80 as 
to leave the Parliamentary Committee a 
free hand to deal with future educational 
0 conga the motion was adopted in sub- 
stance. 

Councilor D. Holmes, J. P., of the Amal- 
gamated Association of Weavers, moved: 

“That it is of extreme importance to trade 
unionists that all the land possible shall be 
brought under cultivation, and that we 
should have a more equitable basis of urban 
taxation, In order to obtain these objects 
the taxation of land values and ground 
rents should be made a test question at 
the next general election.” 

The motion was adopted. 

The Miners’ Federation of Great Britain 
moved a resolution approving a bill intro- 
duced in the House of Commons by Sir 
Charles Dilke, for the better protection of 
the lives of those working in the mines.

ALL RUNNING WIDE OPEN. 


Repeated Raids by Capt. O’Malley’s 
Men May Cause Them to 
Change Their Tune. 


The wine rooms and assignation houses 
raided by the police of the Central Dis- 
trict are still in active operation. 

Their proprietors declare they have no 
intention of closing them on account of the 


hostility of the police. 

Almost all of the proprietors bid detiance 
to the law and Capt. O’Malley, and say they 
cannot be made to close. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter visited the places 
to learn the result of Capt. O’ Malley's vigor- 
ous crusade. 3 : 

The American Hous, 1019 Pine street, was 
found open to the public, and the pro- 

rietress declared she would continue her 

usiness in spite of the polige. 

When this place was raidei the police 
arrested George Garwood as the supposed 
proprietor. he reportec was met bY a 
Woman who gave her name as Mrs. Kector. 
She said she is the proprietress. Garwood 
was merely in charge h. her absence the 
night of the raid. 

“Close up? Of course I’m not going to 


close up,“ said Mrs. Rector. I conduct a: 


respectable place, and don’t know why 1 
should close. My hotel is first-class and I 
allow no disorderly characters around. I 
trent rooms to transients, but I do not ac- 
commpdate women from the street. They 
can’t be bringing men in here at all hotrs 
of the night. If a couple comes and regis- 
ters as man and wife I can’t compel them 
to produce their marriage certificate. For 
that. matter, you and I could go to the 
Pianters’ and register as man and wife, and 
— 5 accommodations. No, I’m not going to 
close.“ 

The American Hotel, like almost all the 


thing came up.I haye lost 50 per cent of 
my business. Many of my patrons have left 
me, because they think I am not running a 
respectable place. I have people here who 
come in from the country and patronize 
this hotel because I have a nice place, 
When a couple come here and register as 


man and wife I can’t make them prove 


their relations. They rent a room and per- 
haps they go out to the theater. When they 
return I can’t run up to them and pull off 
the lady’s veil to see whether she is the 
same woman or not.“ 

Paul Hartwright, who was arrested as the 
NA of Hotel Emory, Eleventh and 
zocust streets, denied that he is the pro- 
prietor, but stated that so far as he knew 
the hotel would continue in operation. He 
Saw no reason for it to close. 

Willie Ferguson, a colored woman, of tidy 
appearance, admits that she is proprietress 
of the Hotel Elmo, on Eleventh, near St. 
Charles street. She was the only one who 
oe ge aa any desire to comply with the 
avy. 

“If I have to close,” said she, I'll store 
my furniture. I’m willing to do it if the po- 
lice don’t intend to let these places run any 
more. I don’t think I have done anything 
wrong. I have single men rooming here, 
and people come here from the country. I’ve 
been in this house six years, and the saloon 
down stairs only moved in a few weeks ago. 
I didn’t want it there, and said so, but the 
agent rented the place anyhow., I don’t 
patronize it, and none of my coomers do. 
There is no connection between my house 
and the saloon. I run a quiet’ house, and 
have no hang-outs. Even the police officers 
were surprised at the kind of house I had 
when they arrested me.”’ 

Steve. Arnold’s place, 419 North Twelfth 

street, was open and a lamp was burning 
on the table, but repeated calls brought no 
one. 
Mrs. Martha McMahon, who was arrested 
as proprietress of the Hotel X, Fourteenth 
street and Washington avenue, declared 
she had no intention of soot 

No, I’m going to fight this case clear 
through,“ said Mrs. McMahon. “I run a 
respectable lodging house. Why! I have 
children here in my house. My patrons are 
respectable. Last week I had a Sister from 
a convent in my house. I have only two 
vacant rooms. .I rent them to transients, 
but I wouldn’t let a disreputable woman 
come inside my door.

FURIOUS NORTHEASTER. 


It Causes Much Damage Along New 
England’s Coast. 


BOSTON, Mass., Sept 10.—The northeast 
storm which swept the New England Coast 
last night has not passed, although the force 
is somewhat less. The wind comes in heavy 


gusts, the rain does not cease, and the 
observer at the Signal Station says it may 
not clear before night. 

Considerable damage has been done along 
the water front by the combined aetion of 
the heavy rain and the unusually high tide 
which prevailed last night. Many cellars 
were flooded and wharves and low-lyin 
streets were swamped. Aside from this n 
much damage was done here. 
Reports from New England coast cities 
indicate considerable damage has been done 
to shipping, but news of disasters will 
probably not be received for a day or two. 

From inland pgints come stories of much 
damage to crops“and fruit trees, The latter 
suffered most severely on account of the 
high wind. The damage in this respect will 
be quite heavy. 

The tide at Nantucket at midnight was 
one of the highest seen for years and many 
of the, booths and bath-houses nave been 
washed away. The harbor is well filled with 
storm-bound vessels. 

A dispatch from Newport, R. I., states 
that the Helen F. Whitten of Gloucester, 
one of the finest vessels of the fishing fleet, 
missed stays while trying to make harbor 
and was blown on the rocks. The crew 
of eighteen men were taken off with a 
breeches buoy, while the schooner pounded 
her bottom out and will undoubtedly prove 
a total loss. 

A fishing schooner went ashore off Point 
Judith and was wrecked in the breakers, 
the crew of nine men being rescued by a 
passing steamer. 

The steamer Nantasket, on her way from 
Boston to Nantasket, was blown ashore on 
the flats at Worlds and Weir River. Help 
was summoned from Boston and it is 
thought she can be floated without damage. 


Gold in Nicaragua. 


WASHIN: N, D. C., Sept. 10.—Consul 
Thomas O'Hara of San Juan del No in 
a report to the State Department on gold de- 
posits th Nicaragua, says: 

“Gold was discovered in Northeastern 
Nicaragua in November, 1888, and tt is said 
that it may be found in the washings of any 
of the 600 streams in that section. Many of 
these washings show but little more than 
color. Along the Prinzapulca and some of 
its upper affluents, however, rich placers 
have been found, several small pockets hav- 
ing yielded from $3,000 to $20,000 each. The 
annual shipments of gold dust from the 
Prinzapulca region are generally estimated 
to have averaged $150,000 since 1888. At least 
two-thirds of the gold gathered in the dis- 
trict finds its way to Bluefields.’’ 


Bank Messenger Held Up. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 10.—Two men armed 
with revolvers yesterday afternoon held up 
and rob of $3,000 Henry H. Hildebrand, a 
bank messenger for George Ringler & Co., 
brewers. The hold-up occurred in his home, 
1912 Third avenue, where he had gone on 
his way to the bank. After a desperate 
struggle one of the men, James Dalton, of 
Buffalo, was arrested, and the checks re- 
covered, but the other man escaped with 
all the cash. 


Duel With Rifles. 


COFFEYVILLE, Miss., Sept. 10.—W. B. 
Johnson and John Wilbourne had a duel four 
miles from here yesterday with Winchester 
rifles.

The doctor came again and applied some

“I think she'll get well,” said Dr. Sutter, 
“and I hope so, for I am rather proud of 
her, It was the biggest leg I ever cut off.“ 

Kate is 37 years old and has borne two 
children. She has enjoyed robust health as 
a general thing, except for rheumatism. 
Just before the sciatic attack, she suffered 
from an irritation of.the skin of both legs, 
She scratched herself with corn cobs and 
rough pieces of wood til] the blood came and 
still got no relief. The hospital surgeons 
think that some humor in the lood 
caused both the affection of the skin and 
the rheumatic attack.
